DEAN DEBATN 
MLLED IN AUT 
ACIDENT N WEST 


Washington U. Educator 
Loses Life, Thomas Dun- 
can Jr. Hurt When Car 
Overturns. 


‘ Dean Frank M. Debatin of Wash- 
ington University was killed, and 
Thomas S. Duncan Jr., a junior 
pre-medical student in the univer- 
sity, was seriously injured, in an 
automobile wreck near San Ardo, 


Cal., yesterday afternoon. 

Dean Debatin, head of the Uni- 
versity College and assistant profes- 
sor of Latin, and young Duncan, 
son of the professor of Greek and 
Latin in Washington University, 
were driving from the University 
of California at Berkeley toward 
Los Angeles, where Mrs. Debatin 
was il] in a hospital. 

On U. S. Highway 101, south of 
San Ardo, their car was going down 
an incline, with a turn to the left 
ahead, when a tire apparently blew 
out, and the car went out of con- 
trol. It struck a wooden post at 
the side of the road, and turned 
over three times, throwing out both 
occupants. 

Dean Debatin was killed out- 
right, his chest and shoulder be- 
ing crushed, Duné¢can, with a broken 
leg and apparent head injuries, 
was unconscious, The dean’s body 
and the injured young man were 
taken to King City. Duncan was 
placed in a hospital there. He is 18 
years old, lives at 6163 Pershing 
avenue, and is a graduate of Coun- 
try Day School. i 
Local authorities telephoning to 
Los Angeles learned that Mrs. De- 
batin would not be informed of the

her serious iliness. 


It was not determined which of 
the two was driving the car. A 
motorist going in the other direc- 
tion reported that no collision or 
obstruction figured in the accident, 
which occurred as the St. Louisans’ 
car was running at high speed.

Thundershower Brings 
Some Relief From Heat 


30-Mile-an-Hour Wind and 
Drenching Downpour 
Drop Temperature 23 
Degrees for a Time— 
Some Damage. 


A drenching thundershower and 
a 30-mile-an-hour wind out of the 
southeast combined to drop the 
temperature 23 degrees in slightly 
more than an hour yesterday af- 
ternoon and bring some relief from 
the heat wave which has held the 
city in its grip for 13 days. 

At 2 p. m. the mercury stood 
at 97 and the humidity was high. 
Half an hour later the rain started 
and by 3:30 the temperature had 
dropped ty 74. It rose again after 
the shower was over, climbing back 
to 83 at 5 o’clock. An hour later 
the humidity still stood at 71 per 


cent. : 
The rain was concentrated in 


downtown St. Louis, where .7 of 
an inch fell, and in the north and 
south sections of the county. The 
central and east portions of the 
county had only a light sprinkle. 
At the airport weather station, 
there was not enough rain to make 
a recording, but the temperature 
dropped nine degrees there late 
in the afternoon. 

The wind blew down traffic signs 
on the streets and uprooted some 
small shrubs, but no serious damage 
was reported. 

The forecast for today was “not 
so warm,” with occasional] thunder- 
showers predicted for tonight. 

Another heat death was reported 
yesterday. Daniel Hogan, 57 years 
old, a heating contractor, died at 
Deaconess Hospital an hour after 
he had collapsed at his home, 3622 
Greenwood boulevard, Maplewood. 


Sharp Rise in Deaths in U. S. Last 
Week Laid to Heat. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3 (AP).— 
A sharp rise in deaths over the 
country last week was reported to- 
day by the Census Buréau, which 
attributed the increase to the heat. 

The number of deaths in 88 lead- 
ing cities was 8885, compared with 
7705 the preceding week, Des 
Moines., Ia., Washington, Cincin- 
nati, Grand Rapids, Mich., and St. 
Paul, Miyn., reported particularly 
large increases. 

Census officials said their figures 
did not disclose exactly how many 
persons died directly of the heat 
but pointed out that excessive tem- 
peratures usually cause many 
deaths indirectly.

Rush to Wed by Men of Conscription

NEW YORK, Aug..3 (AP).— 
Young men of conscription age 
advanced upon the Brooklyn mar- 
riage license bureau today in the 
biggest rush for licenses the bu- 
reau has had since the United 
States enterdd the World War in 
1917. ; 

In four hours, 240 pairs obtained 
licenses, 47 were married, and 250 
other pairs were turned away 
when the doors closed one hour 


In Chicago, the regular staff 
of six marriage license clerks was 
increased by 15 clerks recruited 
from other department when 500 
persons filed notices of intention 
to marry and 172 licenses were is- 
sued. 

“The draft scare is the cause of 
the rush,” Sidney Summerfield, 
chief clerk, said. “I would say that 
at least 20 per cent of the ap- 
plicants have been influenced by the 
draft.” 


So far this month 530. marriage 
licenses have been issued, and Sum- 
merfield predicted a great increase 
as compared with August, 1939, 
when 3921 pairs obtained licenses. 

In Cleveland, the marriage li- 
cense office had its biggest Sat- 
jurday half-day in history, with 180 
pairs applying. “The rush started 
just about the time the debate over 
the conscription bill got hot,” an 


employe explained.

COUNSEL SUGGESTS 
DIVIDING GIFTS 


G. O. P. Nominee in Con- 
ference With Leaders 


Discusses Ways to Trim 
Expenses. 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., 
Aug. 3 (AP).—Wendell L. Willkie 
said today he planned to hold all 
expenses of his campaign to ap- 
proximately $2,500,000. 

After day-long conferences with 
Republican organization !eaders, 
the nominee told a press confer- 
ence: 

“The Republican organization, 
the Willkie clubs and the inde- 
pendent Democrats who are sup- 
porting me will spend about $2,500,- 
000. It may run a few dollars over 
that, but we will be well within 
the limitations of the Hatch Act.” 

The Hatch law prohibits any na- 
tional political organization from 
spending more than $3,000,000. 

Willkie said he had not read an 
opinion by Henry P. Fletcher that 
the Hatch law limitation of $5000 
on individual campaign contribu- 
tions would not apply if gifts were 
split among various Republican 
organizations supporting the nom- 
inee. 

Fletcher, general counsel] for the 
Republican committee, also said 
that contributions might be made 
to state and local organizations to 
keep from pushing gifts to the 
Washington national organization 
to the $3,000,000 limit. 

Talks to Martin. 

Willkie said he had spent much 
of the day talking with Chairman 
Joe Martin of the National Com- 
mittee and other Republican 
leaders regarding the campaign 
budget. He added, “We have been 
cutting down.” 

Saying “there are several things 
we want to eliminate,” the nom- 
inee asserted they had trimmed 
the projected expense for sound 
trucks and that he had repeated 
his determination to have no paid 
speakers. 

John Hamilton, former national 
chairman and now executive assist- 
ant to Martin, said the 1936 cam- 
paign budget carriei $301,000 for 
the Republican speakers’ bureau 
but that this would be cut to $52,000 
or less this year. 

“This is the type of cam- 
paign in which we want voluntary 
speakers,” Willkie remarked. “We 
want people who are intense be- 
lievers in the cause.” 

Going Over Budget. 
Willkie said he had been discuss- 
ing with Martin, Hamilton and 
other leaders an item-by-item sur- 
vey of the campaign budget. 

“We believe in balancing the bud- 
get,” he said. “We believe we can 
do it by eliminating various items 
of expense of previous campaigns. 
We want an economical campaign. 
I don’t believe in an expensive 
campaign.” 

Then the nominee said his total 
campaign expenditures for all

POSTAL RECEIPTS 
FOR YEAR AT NEW 
TOP OF $766,000,000 


This Is $20,000,000 Higher 
‘Than Previous High Mark 
of 1938-39. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3 (AP).— 
Postal receipts set a record of 
$766,000,000 in the fiscal year ended 
June 30, the Postoffice Department 
announces. This exceeded receipts 
for the year before, the previous 
high record, by $20,000,000. 

Postmaster-General Farley re 
ported “a net operating posta 
surplus for the year of about $8,- 
000,000 with respect to that part of 
the postal services that are ren- 
dered to the public for hire.” 

For the last six years, the Post- 
office Department has reported a 
net surplus after deducting air mail 
subsidies and estimated costs of 
handling free mail. Annual gross 
expenditures, however, have run 
around $45,000,000 in excess of reve- 
nue,

BOEHM GETS 5 YEARS, 
FINED $4000, FOR | 
SEC CASE PERJURY, 


COURT DENOUNCES 


CORRUPTION AS 
REVEALED IN TRIAL 


“Worst in This Court 
Since Whisky Ring Case’ 
— Ousted Union Electric 
Officer Who Directed 
Political Slush Fund 
Gives Appeal Notice. 


Frank J. Boehm, who di- 
rected secret accumulation and 
disbursement of the $579,000 
political slush fund of Union 
Electric Co. of Missouri before 
he was ousted from his $42,000- 
a-year Job as its executive vice- 
president, is at liberty on ap- 
peal bond following a sentence 
imposed yesterday by United 
States District Judge George 
H. Moore of five years’ impris- 
onment for perjury in the Se- 
curities and Exchange Com- 
mission’s investigation of the 
company. 

Judge Moore also fined Boehm 
$4000, after denouncing the polit- 
ical practices of Boehm and the 
company as the most shocking and 
sordid corruption uncovered in 
Federal Court here since the post- 
Civil War Whisky Ring case. 

Maximum Possible, 

It was the maximum possible 
punishment, with the exception 
that by applying prison terms con- 
secutively instead of concurrently 
the imprisonment might have been 
extended to 10 years. The Judge 
imposed concurrent five-year terms 
and separate $2000 fines on each of 
the two counts on which Boehm 
was convicted by a jury July 26, 
ending a five-week trial.. On three 
other counts the jury had acquitted 
Boehm. 

A notice of appeal, setting forth 
34 alleged errors in the trial, was 
filed by Boehm’s attorney, John 
S. Leahy. The appeal will be to 
the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals. 

For 55 minutes before the sen- 
tence was announced, Boehm was 
required to stand apart before the 
high bench, until the defense and 
Government lawyers and the Judge 
had had their say. A slight figure, 
whose favor used to be sought by 


officeholders and politicians, he 
stood almost motionless, hands fold- 
ed. 

Before the well-filled courtroom, 
Judge Moore said of Union Elec- 
tric: 

“This company is one of the 
greatest companies in Missouri; I do 
not - know whether it is the greatest 
or. not; it is one of the most power-~- 


“Willkie strikes me as being a 
business man,” Dr. Townsend told 
an interviewer, “and if there was 
ever a time in the history of this 
country when we needed a business 
man it’s right now.” 


War Increased Anterican Overseas 


Donations in 1939 to $43,000,000 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3 (AP). — 
Relief expenditures increased 
American religious and charitable 
contributions to foreign countries 
last year to approximately $43,000,- 
000, the highest for any year since 
1931. 

Announcing the figure today, the 
Commerce Department said $4,000,- 
000 of relief funds were sent to 
China, Poland, France and other 
European countries, besides the 
usual expenditures for missions, re- 
habilitation and resettlement, 

A study of institutional contribu- 
tions by August Maffry of the de- 
partment’s finance division was 
made public, showing that since 
early in 1919 Americans have sent 
$1,270,100,000 abroad. This included 
vast sums sent to Europe to feed 
and rehabilitate World War vic- 


tims. In 1919, for instance, the sum 


was $140,000,000. 

Contributions declined yearly 
from 1919 to 1935, when they to- 
taled $26,700,000, then turned grad- 
ually upward. 

Maffry estimated that the com-

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bined contributions since 1919 of 
all Protestant churches in this 
country totaled $599,800,000; non- 
sectarian contributions, including 
the Red Cross and the post-war 


Hoover relief agency, $431,400,000;: 
Jewish charities, $149,300,000, and 
Catholic gifts, $89,600,000. 


In 1939 the division was Protes- 
tant, $16,000,000; Jewish, $13,900,- 
000; non-sectarian, $10,700,000, and 
Catholic, $2,400,000. 

The bulk of Protestant contribu- 
tions went to Asiatic countries, 
with additional large amounts to 
Africa and Latin America, Cath- 
olic gifts were split about two-thirds 
to Europe and one-third to Asia. 
Last year Jewish charities were de- 
voted almost exclusively to furnish- 
ing relief and resettlement funds for 
Jews leaving Germany and Poland, 
primarily for Palestine, and in a 
few cases to Latin America.

Japanese ships sailing for Great 
Britain had been ordered to make 
for Lisbon, Portugal, was circulat- 
ed by Exchange Telegraph, British 
news agency. 

The agency attributed the report 
to the Berlin wireless. The Jap- 
anese earlier had expressed objec- 
tions to the British blockade of 
Europe, which now extends from 
the Arctic to North Africa. 

Britain’s arrest of the Japanese 
brought a swift reaction. 

The Japanese Ambassador, Ma- 
moru Shigemitsu, went to Foreign 
Minister Lord Halifax to make a 
“strong protest” and in a 20-min- 
ute interview with the Viscount 
was reported to have made an out- 
right demand that the internees, 
Satoru Makihara and Shunsukei 
Tanabe, be released forthwith. 

Lord Halifax was understood to 


have told the Ambassador that the 


arrests were made for just such 
reasons of “internal legal] consid- 
erations” as the Japanese had ad- 
vanced to justify cheir seizure of 
the Britons. 

Shigemitsu was said to have 
spoken of the possible “unfortunate 
effect” on British-Japanese 
tions. 

Empire-Wide Arrests. 

Makihara and Tanabe, agents of 
the wealthy Mitsubishi and Mitsui 
families—members of a small 
group of such families which con- 
trols nearly all Japanese industry 
and finance—were arrested during 
the night and reports indicated that 
arrests of other Japanese were be- 
ing made all over the British em- 
pire. 

Nothing was said officially by the 
British, but unofficially it was as- 
serted that the arrests were made 
on the grounds of national “secur- 
ity” under the act regulating aliens 
in wartime. 

At the same time sections of the 
London press carried reports of 
the ferreting out of a widespread 
spy syndicate in the empire, espe- 
cially in Canada, Australia and Bur- 
ma. 

All this provided a set of cir- 
cumstances almost identical with 
that under which the Japanese 
made arrests of British subjects— 
arrests which were declared in To- 
kyo to have been made because of 
the existence of a spy ring in Ja- 
pan. But authoritative British 
sources insisted that nevertheless 
London’s action was not at all a 
reprisal. 

_ If there were strong similarities 
between the incidents it was said, it 
was just a “pure coincidence.” 

“We are flabbergasted,” said a 
spokesman at the Japanese Embas-

Nazi Raids Saturday. 

German bombers made repeated 
attacks on Britain again yesterday, 
but the Ministries of Air and Home 
Security said damage was slight. 
Nazi planes raided the Midlands, 
Eastern Scotland, Southeastern 
England and the Bristol Channel 
area before dawn and returned for 
a few daylight stabs later. The 
Midlands is Britain’s great indus- 
trial district, while parts of the 
other three areas also are indus- 
trial.

Fleet Move Reported. 

Return of the British fleet at

groups of British warships, includ- 
ing five submarines, seven destroy- 
ers, two aircraft carriers, three 
cruisers and three auxiliary ships 
had sailed west into the Atlantic 
Friday. :

Defense Army Reinforced.

A high command communique 
said British planes dropped bombs 
on “non-military targets” in North- 
ern and Western Germany last 
night and that apartment houses 
were destroyed and “a number of 
civilians killed.” In the village of 
Ehra, the high: command added, a 
farmer’s family of four, including 
two children, 1 and 2 years old, 
were killed.

STIMULANT KEPT 
NAZI TROOPS GOING, 
DOCTOR SUGGESTS 


Drugs Used to Enable Them to 
Stay Awake 48 Hours, 
Californian Thinks. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 3 (AP). 
—The way Germany’s mechanized 
divisions ripped through Holland, 
Belgium and France indicates that 
the Nazi soldiers were given some 
stimulant which kept them awake 
and in fighting trim for 48 hours 
at a stretch, says Dr, Chauncey D. 
Leake, professor of pharmacology 
at the University of California med- 
ical school. 

These units, advancing sometimes 
at 30 to 50 miles an hour, pene- 
trated Allied territory so fast that 
they soon were isolated from their 
bases and supply lines. They had 
to hold their positions until slower 
moving reinforcements could catch 
up with them, probably as long as 
48 hours.

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JAPAN PROTESTS TO U. S. 
AGAINST PLANE FUEL EMBARGO

against the embargo which makes 
it impossible for it to purchase 
aviation gasoline in this country.

Welles, standing beside his desk 
as Horinouchi entered, smiled and 
shook hands. Then they discussed 
briefly the formal communication. 
The Japanese envoy would ~-not 
disclose the contents of the mes- 
sage to reporters afterward, ex- 
cept to say that it dealt with a 
commercial matter. 

From reliable sources it was 
learned, however, that the note 
protested against the aviation gas- 
Olingg embargo on the ground that 
it was discriminatory against 


Japan. 

One basis that may have been 
cited for this claim of discrimina- 
tion, it is said, is that the embargo 
would affect the Japanese much 
more than the British because 
Japan had fewer facilities for re- 
fining its own aviation fuel. 

The embargo was announced at 
the White House July 31. The an- 
nouncement said that shipments of 
aviation gasoline from the United 
States to points outside the West- 
ern Hemisphere were halted in 
“the interest of national defense.” 

Department of Commerce offi- 
cials said the order would virtual- 
ly wipe out this country’s aviation 
gasoline export business which 
amounted to 1,164,343 barrels in the 
first six months of this year. Of 
this Japan took 105,000 barrels, 
France 513,513 and the United 
Kingdom 504,196.

France’s Fall Cited. 


It is a ghastly error of judgment 
which betrays a complete ignor- 
ance of the real spirit of the nation 
to decree it down to acceptance of 
the principles o* the Gestapo. The 
rulers of France pursued that 
method with disastrous  conse- 
quences, and by that means dis- 
integrated the nation and _  de- 
stroyed its morale.

only Eastern metropolitan news- 
papers are supporting it and that 
the President is in accord with the 
principles of the bill. 
There is nothing but pure poli- 
tics in that blurb from Burt—noth- 
ing about the merits or necessity 
for selective service, a great and 
vital question of American secur- 
ity—only a taunt about political 
pressure groups, a demagogue’s 
dig about Eastern influence and 
financial interests “supporting” 
Willkie and a clever confusion of 
terms between the principle of-se- 
lective service and this particular 
(Burke-Wadsworth) bill. 


Bill Badly Drawn. 


That bill was badly drawn, with 
little study of our past experience 
and little knowledge of the sub- 
ject. It was badly presented with- 
out sufficient warning to the pub- 
lic or effort to inform it. The 
President wisely hasn’t committed 
himself to its terms and Mr. Will- 
kie would be foolish to do so. But 
the President has indorsed the prin- 
ciple. If Mr. Willkie did that also 
it would leave the Senator’s po- 
litical trick all dressed with no 
place to go. 


The antics, posturing and politi- 
cal monkey-business in the Senate 
on this subject make one wonder 
whether Hitler is right about the 
unfitness of the democracies to de- 
fend themselves.

Congress, acting under public 
pressure, certainly didn’t appropri- 
ate billions for armaments for de- 
fense on any idea that the people 
were fools enough to think that 
weapons could defend America 
without men to wield them. As a 
Westerner, I deny that Westerners 
are bigger fools than Easterners. 
The only difference I can see is 
that very few of us Westerners 
will stand for our getting into this 
war and some Easterners will.

“HOT SPOT,” England, Aug, 3. 

HE lad in the adjoining bed 
T wes another who had made the 

pilgrimage from Amiens to Lis- 
bon, so his reaction when the air- 
raid sirens sounded was what might 
have been expected. He raised 
himself on one elbow as the pom- 
poms began to pop, blinked at the 
tim light coming through the 
black-out window, and _ inquired, 
naturally: 

“What country’s this?” 

It didn’t sound very silly then, 
and it doesn’t now, for this, save 
for a few minor differences in time 
and geography, is Luxembourg in 
the recent springtime. Just over 
there is a war. You’ve heard 
about it, and, if you’re in the Brit- 
ish army hereabouts, you’ve prob- 
ably had a grim experience with it. 
But that, of course, has no effect 
whatever on the local atmosphere. 

Here is a quiet locale that, for 
hundreds of years, has been sleep- 
ing behind fortifications of vari- 
ous sorts, and sleeping .with one 
eye closed and the other fixed on 
the white line of the horizon which 
marks the coast of France, As in 
Luxembourg, historic ruins rim the

hills in the background. Old case- 


mates crumble in the cliffs. Old 
guns rust in forgotten crevices. As 
in Luxembourg, there is seldom a 
lack of enemies on their way from 
over there to over there. And as in 
Luxembourg, in recent months, this 
spot, harried and dangerous, has 
become a sort of box seat for peo- 
ple who, on business or otherwise, 
have come to look at the daily bat- 
tle. 


No ‘States of Nerves.’ 


You mumbled something to the 
lad in the adjacent bed. You got 
up and slid into your clothes with 
in Metz and Vitry le Francois and 
Bordeaux and elsewhere, under 
the quick, easy grace you acquired 
similar circumstances, and the pair 
of you went down to the street 
where you found a large percentage 
of the unintimidated populace. 

“Them’s syreens,” said the door- 
man. “There’s some strangers over. 
They been at it all morning, sir.” 
And you don’t doubt that at all, 
because you know the calm detach- 
ment with which the air-raid de- 
fense works around here. Thanks 
to the geographical situation, the 
Germans Can get over here in a few 
minutes, so they’re often dropping 
their eggs in the harbor. 


“No purpose,” said an old Major 
in charge of the air raid precau- 
tions, “in making people stay in 
cellars day and night and giving 
them a state of nerves.” 


You observe in passing that that 
policy has had a beneficial effect. 
There aren’t any states of nerves. 
Since Hitler began his concentra- 
tions on the Channel coast of 
England, this sector has been merci- 
lessly bombarded. It was appar- 
ently the Fuehrer’s idea to close 
the Channel to navigation and es- 
tablish a sort of counter-blockade 
against England. So day after day 
bombers came over. They are com- 
ing yet—wave after wave, on a 
sort of clockwork schedule, gen- 
erally from noon till 7 o’clock at 
night—sometimes as many as 150 
in the air at once. And by odd 
processes of adaptability, local peo- 
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ple, who for years never saw any- 
thing more exciting than an occa- 
sional cat fight in High street, ac- 
cept the new routine as a matter 
of course. 


Shuttle Back and Forth. 


“They’re early this morning,” 
said the lad from the adjacent bed. 
“And there seem to be a whole 
smear of them.” 

He was right about that. The 
air was lifted with the sound of 
motors, blended into a steady roar 
like the theme song of a planing 
mill. There might have been 50 
of them, maybe more. They were 
up probably 20,000 feet, visible only 
a few at a time when they passed 
from one cloud patch to another. 
They came back and forth across 
the sector while the cliff batteries 
quilted the sky with shell puffs 
in their path and fragments rained 
down on the neighborhood at a 
highly lethal rate. 


Along the coast they dropped 
their bombs—a sort of kettledrum 
obbligato to the general din, (You 
learn speedily how to tell a dive- 
bomber ‘rom the varying pitch 
in the sound of his engine.) The 
Royal Air Force, which had been 
circling out of range of anti-air- 
craft guns, took after the visitors 
and machine-gun chatter was add- 
ed to the bedlam. During all this, 
the only worried people in the 
neighborhood seemed to be the air- 
raid wardens who had to threaten 
wholesale arrests to clear the 
streets. 

“You can’t get a goofer to do 
anything,” said _ the perspiring 
chief warden. “Goofers is what 
we call people who stand and gape 
at airplanes, goofers, and that’s 
what they are, goofers.” 


A Continuous Hot Seat. 


Goofers or not, you're surprised 
at the status of this town which, 
more than any I have seen since 
the bombing of unevacuated Nan- 
cy, is on a continuous hot seat. 
Less than half of the civilian pop- 
ulation has moved out. The stores 
are open and doing a neat business 
when the proprietor is allowed to 
come out of his cellar. Children 
play about in the streets as if no 
bombs had dropped in the back 
garden yesterday. And, what is the 
most amazing thing of all, there 
are no refugees on the roads. 


There have been some desperate 
raids here. Convoys of cargo car- 
riers, on their way through‘ the 
bottleneck of the channel, have 
been subjected to mass attack for 
hours. Local harbors have been 
strafed repeatedly as well as the 
rest of the coast. Local air artil- 
lery crews get no leaves and little 
sleep. 

“But,” said the major in charge 
of one coastal defense unit, “the 
Situation is well in hand.

Germans. And most of them are quite aware of that fact. 


Here, and in Sofia, Belgrade, and 
elsewhere, the Germans have been 
moving in faster than ever since 
France capitulated. Thousands of 
Hitler’s “tourists” are traveling 
through these countries all the time 
and they all have specific jobs to 
do, either political, economic, or 
something else. German is _ the 
principal language to be heard in 
hotel lobbies, and the lobby of any 
important Balkan hotel constitutes 
an extraordinarily accurate barom- 
eter of political prestige. 


These Nazi visitors all have 
crowded daily schedules, whatever 
their particular missions may be. 
In our hotel, for instance, the only 
Germans who seem to have noth- 
ing to do are those lonely gentle- 
men who take turns sitting in the 
lobby from early morning until 
midnight keeping a sharp eye on 
who is talking to whom. We have 
long since become used to them 
and, of course, they are pretty well 
used to us by now. We have an 
unspoken understanding of each 
other’s functions in the existing 
system. 


Germans Hard Workers 


But the German visitors are 
phenomenally hard workers, no 
mistake about that. They all have 
jobs to ‘do in building the “new 
European order” and they would 
give plenty of competition to the 
most energetic traveling salesman 
in the United States. Maybe they 
will do that some day. They be- 
lieve that Germany’s day has 
dawned and they are all doing 


patriotic fervor. One can scarcely 
remember when Englishmen, 
Frenchmen, or Americans were so 
unanimously inspired by such sin- 
gleness of purpose. When it comes 
to serving their country according 
to their lights, you have to doff 
your hat to the Germans. 

This is why Hitler’s third Reich 
is going places and getting things 
done. As you lounge in your hotel 


these Nazi “tourists” have received 
as assignments. Two weeks ago 
you might have wondered about the 
tall, lean-faced, dark-haired man, 
who was pointed out to you as Dr, 
Guido Schmidt, the last Foreign 
Minister of Austria—the same 
Guido Schmidt who persuaded 
Chancellor Kurt Schuschnigg to 
take his fatal journey to see Hitler 
at Berchtesgaden. 


Yesterday’s Bucharest newspa- 
pers supplied at least a partial an- 
swer. They reported that a new 
set of directors had been elected 
for “Resita,” which is Rumania’s 
largest metallurgical company, with 
total properties and assets of nearly 
50,000,000. Four Germanic names 
were included in the lists, among 
them the names of Guido Schmidt 
and an “A. Goering,” presumably 
the brother of Reichmarshal Her- 
mann Goering. It would appear 
that the German role in Rumanian 
industry is being very much en- 
larged, Since “Resita” has just 
voted a 10 per cent dividend, its 
new directors are certain to be 
well paid and, perhaps before long, 
the German directors will be allot- 
ted a commendable portion of 
shares in the firm. 


Once Run by Jew 


The history of “Resita” is inter- 
esting because the company expand- 
ed and flourished under the guid- 
ance of Max Auschnitt, a Jewish in- 
dustrialist. Last winter Auschnitt 
was charged with illegal dealings 
in foreign exchange and received a 
prison term of six years. The con-

HIRAM JOHNSON SAYS 


California Senator Replies to. 


“Affectionate”’ Attack by 
Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3 (AP).— 
Senator Hiram Johnson (Rep.), Cal- 
ifornia. said today that President 
Roosevelt’s recent comments about 


him were “just the same old purge, 
the same old sham expressions of 
regard and affection, the same old 
stiletto.” 

The 73-year-old Senator, who bolt- 
ed the Republican party in 1932 to 
support the President, referred to 
Roosevelt’s press conference re- 
mark that no one considered John- 
son a Progressive or Liberal Demo- 
crat in the year of 1940 and that 
while he still was very fond of 
Johnson, the Californian had 
changed a lot in the last four or 
five years. 

Johnson issued a formal state- 
ment today in which he said that 


“Mr. Roosevelt's carefully planned 
and affectionate (7) attack is no 
surprise.” 

The President’s remark resulted 
from a reporter’s comment that 
Johnson was running for renomina- 
tion to the Senate on the Repub- 
lican, Democratic and Progressive 
tickets. Johnson said that the 
President, “in fairness,” should have 
explained that all five candidates 
for the California senatorial nomi- 
nation were running on both Demo- 
cratic and Republioan tickets. 

Johnson recalled his support of 
the President in the 1932 campaign 
and added that “had I followed him 
in his attempted packing of the 
Supreme Court and his veiled and 
un-American deeds leading us down 


the road to war and dictatorship I 


would have been a perfect liberal 
and Progressive, and what glory 
would be mine.” 

Another development in the capi- 
tal was a statement from Repre- 
sentative Shafer (Rep.), Michigan, 
in which he said he had learned 
that the administration had print- 
ed 10,000,000 blank relief checks and 
a large number of food stamps for 
use in “politically strategic cen- 
ters.” 

“Keeping in mind this sudden and 
significant, not to say startling, in- 
crease in the orders for blank 
checks,” Shafer said, “it becomes a 
remarkable coincidence that’ the 
number of persons on the Federal 
relief rolls have in the past in- 
creased greatly from June through 


‘ October in each election year. 


“Ten million blank relief checks 
will, whether or not it is so in- 
tended, reach and perhaps influence 
a lot of voters.”

They said Simmerman told them 
he changed his mind, however, and 
“gave the boy a slight push” while 
Robert was sitting on the bridge 
rail.

N the 1934 Democratic primary, Senator 

Truman of Jackson County defeated 
John J. Cochra.. of St. Louis about 40,000 
votes. Truman's total vote was upward 
of 276,000, and Cochran received a little 
better than 236,000. 

Kansas City and Jackson County gave 
Truman 139,500 and Cochran 1525. 

A few years later, after a new Board of 
Election Commissioners was appointed, 
something like 50,000 names were struck 
off the Kansas City registration lists. Be- 
cause of this big list of illegal voters, Tru- 
man was counted in and Cochran was de- 
prived of his honestly won victory. 

Senator Truman has therefore secured 
and maintained a seat in the United 
States Senate for six years on what was 
perhaps the biggest fluke in the history 
of Missouri politics. 

It is difficult to see how any of the 
236,000 Cochran supporters in 1934 could 
be for Senator Truman in the primary of 
next Tuesday. Especially it would seem 
that this would be the feeling among all 
St. Louis Democrats, since they have 
such a high regard for Congressman 
John J. Cochran. 

It is also the opinion of many men who 
have been active in politics that the re- 
nomination of Senator Truman will not 
add any strength to the ticket in the No- 
vember election.

It is 
estimated that 10,000 National 
Guard troops will pass through 
Minneapolis and St. Paul tomor- 
row, the largest rail movement, 
either military or civilian, through

Some troops are traveling long 
distances to take part in the train- 
ing. National Guard units are 
from the eight states of the Sev- 
enth Corps area, Missouri, Arkan- 
sas, Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa, 
North and South Dakota and Min- 
nesota. The regulars are from all 
states in the corps area and from 
Alabama, Colorado, Oklahoma, 
Texas and Wyoming. 

Regulars Are Encamped. 
Most of the regular units arrived 
te last month and are encamped

(4) For several weeks before 
the “assassination” the hall of the 
Buergerbraukeller in question 
was guarded by Swiss companies 
by order of the party (Note: A 
murderer, who sells his chosen 
victim to the buyer of cadavers.) 

(5) At the party headquarters 
there was a set-to between Hess 
and Himmler.

These arguments forcefully prove 
that the “assassination” was of 
Gestapo manufacture, a Reichstag 
Fire No. 2—for which they had 
learned from experience that it 
was cleverer not to have a trial. 


“To Whip Up Spontaneous Anger.” 

Understanding that the “assassi- 
nation” was a trumped-up provoca- 
tion explains both its meaning and 
intent. It was to whip up spon- 
taneous anger among the people, 
to prepare them psychologically for 
the Hitler-planned attack on Hol- 
land, and to let this appear as a 
just and necessary act of defense 
against the “criminal” England 
who didn’t shun to co-operate with 
big and little traitors at home to 
threaten the sacred person of the 
Fuehrer. ; 

This fitted into Hitler’s Plan of 
War, known to me through knowl- 
edge of his character, through the 
momentum of events, and through 
countless intimate bits of informa- 
tion. 


The war against Poland was in- 
terpreted by him and the German 
General Staff as only a kind ‘of 
“political action,” to be ended with. 
in three weeks. Stalin’s dagger 
thrust against the unfortunate 
Poles was the finishing touch. 

The next step in the plan was to 
make an offer of peace to the 
Western Powers. Hitler stated this 
publicly in his Danzig speech and 
carried it out in his diplomatic 
dealings with the Vatican and the 
Quirinal. Up until the last min- 
ute Hitler and Ribbentrop had 
counted on the weakness, the love 
of peace, and the internal crum- 
bling of the Western democracies. 
These were—in Berlin’s opinion— 
neither willing nor capable of car- 
rying on war. The declaration of 
war on Sept. 3 seemed purely a 


ported by military action. So Hitler 
and Ribbentrop hoped that the 
Western Powers would now recog- 
nize the Polish fait accompli and 
would make peace on the basis of 
a new balance of power. 


Hitler Forced to Decision. 


But when England and France 

rejected these dishonorable and un- 
reasonable demands from Berlin, 
Hitler determined to bring the war 
in the West to a decision by a 
Blitz victory. 
Basically, the western war was 
and is for Hitler aimed at the an- 
nihilation of England. Originally 
disappointed in his strong love for 
that country, he now has to face 
the knowledge that a victory over 
France, as complete as can be im- 
agined, will not crush England. For 
strategically and politically France 
plays approximately the same role 
for England that Belgium does for 
France, an important outpost whose 
possession, it is true, presents a 
working base for a successful cam- 
paign against England, but has no 
absolute importance. 


To force England to her knees, an 
effective blockade would be re- 
quired, capped by a direct landing 
of troops, that could dictate a peace 
from Buckingham Palace. This is 
Hitler's intention and desire. He sees 
peace with France as a natural 
sequence to such an overthrow of 
England. Unquestionably Hitler 
will use all means to carry out this 
plan, to realize his dream of being 
an emperor of Europe, and finally 
to establish the decisive place to 
take off for world dominion.

Here the conquest of Denmark 
and Norway, begun on April 9, 
1940, fits in, Not only did the whole 
east coast of the North Sea fall 
into Hitler’s hands, but a possible 
English counter-offensive against 
North Germany also was eliminated. 
The Danish delivery of food, with 
Norwegian delivery of iron, falling 
to the Reich by this maneuver, was 
taken in its stride without much 
thought. For Hitler’s plan fore- 
saw the war ended in one way or 
another before Oct. 1, 1940—a deci- 
sion forced by problems at home, 
the increasing economic and finan- 
cial difficulties, and above all by 
the fear of the entrance of America 
into the war. 


Severe Blow to England. 

It was a severe blow to England 
that Hitler’s Scandinavian moves 
succeeded. Only because of them 
was it possible for him on the 
night of May 9-10, 1940, exactly a 
month later (just as the attack 
on Scandinavia followed just a 
month after the Finnish capitula- 
tion), to strike the next blow, the 
surprise attack on Holland ‘and 
Belgium. Again the carelessness of 
the democracies made possible a 
tremendous success. Northern 
France was _ involved. Fourteen 
days after the beginning of this 
gigantic offensive, the German 
tanks were in Boulogne. Not only 
was the connection between the 
Anglo-Belgian army in the north 
and the French army in the south 
cut off, but German guns were 
pointed right at England’s southern 
coast. 


It seems to me impossible not 
to believe that from these bases, 
won in April and May, Hitler will 
drive his most powerful direct and 
indirect blows at England and will 
make these next weeks the most 
difficult and sorrowful that Eng- 
land has ever experienced. 


It is fitting and right in this sit- 
uation to ask what is the attitude 
of the German people, especially to 
ask this question of a politically 
experienced German. 


I have answered it in its funda- 
‘mentals in my former book—in all 
‘my books. The majority of the 
German people have since 1933 car- 
ried on a ceaseless fight against 
Hitler, who has in seven years put 
not less than 2,000,000 men and 
women in the jails, prisons and cor- 
‘centration camps of his system, 
‘and killed many thousands in hor- 
rible ways.

Sippi Valley and Northern Great Plains 
“egions. Showery conditions predicted for 
the spring wheat belt may further delay 
harvestings, in some areas, grain men said.

Harvey Williams, trade expert, said 
Argentine corn was reported being offered 
below domestic prices at Eastern and South 
Atlantic ports, with actual sale of a small 
quantity reported at Boston. He said it 
was claimed offerings at Jacksonville, Fla., 
were from 12 to i4c under the domestic 
basis. 

Argentina has a large surplus which has 
been slow in moving into export channels. 
At Buenos Aires August futures closed at 
32%, Bimost 50 per cent under Chicago 
Septem ber. Argentine dealers shipped 
350,000 bushels to Canada this week and 
4000 bushels to the United States and 
some corn was transported through the 
New York State barge canal to Canada. 

Selling was not on a large scale but be- 
cause of limited speculative demand and 
sluggish domestic and international com- 
mercial trade, due partly to the war, a 
few orders determined the market's course. 

More rains were reported in the corn 
belt particularily in Nebraska and Iowa 
but little or no precipitation was received 
in the Ohio Valley. The forecast, how- 
ever, promised continuation of showery 
weather that has helped to revive corn in 
some sections the past week or so. Rains 
in the Northwest spring wheat belt were 
regarded as unnecessary and in some cases

delayed in some districts. Cutting has 
been held up, especially in Eastern North 
Dakota and Minnesota and some lowering 
in ey may be expected. 

e Modern Miller crop survey prospects 
throughout Western Canada are excellent 
and reported the total yield from the 
rairie provinces may exceed 400,000,000 
ushels. Trade experts said the prospec- 
tive large exportable surplus in Canada 
dims hopes of an early revival in foreign 
demand for U. 8S. grain unless interna- 
tional trade could be restored to more 
norma! conditions. 

Great Britain, contracting for 100,000,- 
000 bushels of Canadian wheat for the 
coming year, has virtually purchased a 
year’s requirements from Canada and Aus- 
tralia, traders said. Two months ago the 
British bought 50,000,000 bushels from 
Canada, all of which has not yet been 
shipped, and large quantities of Austral- 
fan wheat purchased some time ago re- 
main to be delivered. Annual British re- 
quirements in normal times tota] about 
200,000,000 bushels.

SOAS FOR 9500 
SQUARE. MILES 


More Than 6,000,000 
Civilians Remain in Area 
to Stick and Take It — 
Barns Made in Forts. 


———— |

WITH THE BRITISH FIELD 
ARMY’S NORTHERN COMMAND, 
Aug. 3 (AP).—This area, one of 
the likeliest spots for a German in- 
vasion, has been transformed by 
titanic labor into a series of defense 
positions. 

So strong are these positions, say 

the British, that if they cannot im- 
mediately overcome advancing Ger- 
man storm troops, they will en- 
snare and hold them in withering 
fire until the British launch a 
counterblow which its army chiefs 
believe will “throw the Germans 
into the sea.” 
The northern command, with 
civilian help, has fortified roughly 
9500 square miles, including the 
coast from the mouth of the Tees 
River to The Wash above Great 
Yarmouth. 

The area embraces industrial 
cities, whose furnaces still darken 
the sky; market towns, ports, lush 
farm lands and miles of bleak 
moors. 

Six and a half million people live 
in the area. Despite 11 months of 
war the people still are there. Army 
officers assure reporters these peo- 
ple “will stick and take it,” when 
an invasion comes, but the refugee 
problem remains vitally important. 


How Coast Is Fortified. 
Here is what has been done: 
Coast: Harbors, beaches, cliffs— 
All have been fortified. 
Millions of miles of barbed wire 
stretch along the shoreline, some- 
times to the sea itself. Where it 
would be possible to land tanks 
from barges, there are tank blocks 
and traps. 
Invaders would be met with a 
blast of enfilading fire from weap- 
ons ranging from Bren machine 
guns to heavy guns firing from 
blockhouses, pillboxes and_ rifle 
pits. 
Tucked away in the countryside 


‘|miles from the coast are battefies 


of big guns. The army depends on 
Air Force 
bombers to prevent the Germans 
from establishing a bridgehead 


could be landed and reinforcements 
moved. 

Inland: Roads leading to. the 
coast and running laterally to it 
are swept by guns and ceaselessly 
patrolled by R. A, F. planes, ar- 
mored cars and truckloads of in- 
fantry. 

Every hill with a commanding 
position had been fortified. Many 
barns and houses of tactical im- 
portance have been turned into 
miniature forts, easy in England 
where many houses are built of 
stone. 

The roads present a problem. 
They Stagger through the country- 
side, often having a dozen sharp 
turns to the mile. At each turn 
the army has a position, or the 
makings of one. 

Airfields: Prime defense against 
parachutists and troop planes will 
be batteries of machineguns sweep- 
ing fields. Mobile infantry detach- 
ments are posted nearby for coun- 
terattacks. Miles away batteries 
of heavy guns are trained on the 
fields. The anti-aircraft guns of 
the airmdomes also can be trained 
on landing planes. 


Army on Wheels. 


Mobility: Busses, trucks, carry- 
alls, leased from Civilians, have 
been added to the British Expedi- 
tionary Force’s already large sup- 
ply and mobility, in the words of 
one divisional general is “100 per 
cent.” 

Mobile detachments of motorcy- 
clists, bicyclists, Bren gZun carriers 
and small, fast trucks will precede 
the regular infantry. These units 
have high fire power and will 
spearhead counterattacks, sup- 
ported by bombing and strafing of 
airplanes, 


Armored fighting vehicles: La- 
test of these is the “beaverette,” a 
Small armored car of considerable 
Speed which is well adapted to the 
narrow British roads and rolling 
countryside. 

The Beaverette has an ope 
which makes it an easy inci a 
Strafing aircraft. But it is faster 
and more maneuverable than other 
armored cars and may, if produced 
mm quantity, prove equal to many 
of the jobs assigned to it. 

The conclusion of neutral observ- 
ers is that the British Army has 
done more in six weeks than in the 
previous six months to prepare for 
modern war.

had been achieved. Either figure 
would be considered remarkable 
today. 

The history of the famous Lib- 
erty motor deserves a summary, as 
one of the most inspiring accom- 
plishments of the World War. and 
a stimulating portent for the fu. 
ture. In view of the babel of en- 
gines in the Allied air forces, Amer- 
ican manufacturers determined to 
develop a standardized motor, suit- 
able for mass production, Its design 
was completed at the end of May, 
1917, less than two months after 
the United States declared war. The 
first Liberty motor, of 12 cylin- 
ders, was set up the following July 
4, and tested Aug. 25. Stepped up 
to 440 horsepower, with 100 pcunds 
less weight and 100 horsepower in 
excess of its --ost efficient rival, 
the Rolls-Royce, it passed to the 
assembly line in December. The 
production for that month was 22 
engines, In May, 1918, 1243 Liberty 
motors were delivered for service. 
By November, the monthly _§ rate 
was 3056, and total production had 
mounted to 15,572. 


Not Fault of U. S. Industry. 


The figures prove it was scarcely 
the fault of American industry if no 
more than 667 American-built| 
planes ever reached front-line serv- 
ice, despite congressional appro- 
priations totaling $704,250,000 for 
military aviation, The truth is that 
Great Britain and France owing 
to heavy purchases of American 
machine tools, had developed their 
own munitions industries to a point 
where they were producing a sur- 
plus of planes and ordnance. That 
surplus they were determined to 
sell for cash to the United States. 
Therefore shipping space for Amer- 
ican troops was always available 
while room for American airplane3 
and cannon was seldom to be had. 
The army and navy entered the| 
World War with 113 planes betwe 
them, not one of which was suitab.e 
for combat, and a combined avia- 
tion personnel, pilots and enlisted 
men, of 395. The army had two 
flying fields. Not a plane in Amer- 
ica had ever mounted a machine 
gun. What was later to become 
the Army Air Corps was a branch 
of the Signal Corps. On Armistice 
day, the army possessed 48 flying 
fields, 16,952 planes, 20,586 officer 
pilots and a personnel, military 
and civilian, of 174,456. The navy 
had risen to 2127 planes, 3117 air 
officers and 35,053 enlisted men, 


Navy Ready to Last Pin. 


As in 1940, so in 1917 the United 
States navy was ready to the last 
belaying pin—thanks to the imag- 
ination and foresight of Secretary 
Josephus Daniels. During 1915-16 
there had been completed four bat- 
tleships, 10 destroyers and seven 
submarines. In the navy bill of 
1916 Congress not only created the 
post of Chief of Naval Operations, 
but appropriated $312,678,000 for the 
construction of 10 battleships, six 
battle cruisers, 50 destroyers and 
67 submarines. Plans for these ves- 
sels were completed before the bill 
was passed, so that contracts were 
let the next day and construction 
began before the end of the year. 
By April, 1917, there were under 
construction nine battleships, five 
battle cruisers, 62 destroyers and 71 
submarines. The commissioned 
strength of the fleet, at America’s 
entrance into the war, was 39 bat- 
tleships, of which 14 were of first 
class; nine heavy and five light 
cruisers, 52 destroyers and 44 sub- 
marines. 


As early as July, 1915, Secretary 
Daniels had reorganized the navy 
under a system so competent that 
it served throughout the war, In- 
tensive practice in gunnery and ma- 
neuvers was instituted. During Au- 
gust, 1916, the fleet conducted the 
largest war game in its history, off 
the North Atlantic coast. It already 
possessed an aviation .school_ at 
Pensacola. The first two years of 
the war, beginning in 1914, had 
been utilized for expansion of navy 
yards and their equipment with 
new shops and ways. 

The American merchant marine 


the respective figures being 8,469,- 
694 and 7,865,421 tons, These ves- 
sels and all privately owned craft 
had been inventoried for possible 
use as auxiliaries and troop or sup- 
ply ships. Machinery and materials 
were accumulated for their conver- 
sion. During July, 1915, the Navy 
Department sponsored the first 
survey of the country’s industries 
and resources, with a view to their 
employment for the production of 
munitions. 
Navy Procurement Work. 

In the Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts, dealing with consumer 
goods, and the Bureau of Yards 
and Docks, handling heavy wares, 
the navy possessed two experienced 
and astute procurement agencies. 
It was due to their skill and the 
previous survey of 18,000 industrial 


plants that the fleet was able, dur-: 
ing the orgy of competitive buying 


in force for a year, to “grab every- 
thing in sight” from the army. 

It is not too much to affirm that 
the American navy of 1917 was 
amply capable of discharging any 
service which, under the. circum- 
stances of that time, could con- 
ceivably have been exacted of it. 
Though actually far more powerful, 
the fleet of 1940 is relatively about 
half as strong. The Monroe Doc 
trine was unchallenged 23 years 
ago, and there was no reason for 
expecting the navy to protect the 
entire Western Hemisphere, in At- 
lantic and Pacific, from Cape Horn 
to Labrador and Alaska. A con- 
fession of the situation’s multiplied 
peril is contained in the current 
10-year program for expanding the 
fleet’s strength by 70 per cent, at 
a cost of $7,410,000,000 for ships and 
planes under construction or au- 
thorized, with the goal of a two- 
ocean fleet able to cope with any 
possible combination of hostile 
powers. 

At present there are in commis- 
sion 15 battleships, six aircraft car- 
riers, 27 light and heavy cruisers, 
236 destroyers and 101 submarines. 
Every category, save that of heavy 
cruisers, reveals some proportion of 
over-age ships. On the building 
ways are 10 battleships, five air- 
craft carriers, 21 cruisers, 61 de- 
stroyers and 41 submarines. The 
battleships, of 35,000 and 45,000 tons, 
are two to four years from comple- 
tion, 

Industrial Mobilization. 

In the field of industrial mobili- 
zation, the Wilson Government or- 
ganized commissions, boards and 
administrations without number, 
nationalized railroads and mer- 
chant marine and poured out un- 
stinted billions of dollars. The 
net result was that the American 
army sailed overseas largely in Al- 
iied ships, and fought the war to 
an overwhelming extent with 


planes, arms and equipment pur- 
| chased from Great Britain 


and 
France rather than American busi- 
ness. Transportation deficiencies, 
contrived or genuine, were a fac- 
tor in this gloomy showing. But 
there is sufficient evidence that 
the munitions industry, despite two 
years of preparation, proved un- 
equal to its task, and that the 
War Department itself was handi- 
capped by ignorance, incompetence 
and disorganization which it has 
ever since striven desperately to 
eradicate. 

In defense of the Government, it 
may be said there was an inherent 
reason why a specific central plan 
for industrial mobilization could 
never be formulated. The War De- 
partment knew the American army 
would do its chief fighting in 
France, but estimates as to the 
number of troops changed with 
dizzy speed. The Allies were cer- 
tain at first they meeded only 
money and munitions from the 
United States, and asked no more 
than a division of “token” soldiers. 
As one deadly month followed an- 
other, the requirement rose to 
500,000 men, then to 1,000,000 and 
finally tc 2,000,000. For different 
reasons, army spokesmen complain, 
a grand strategic plan for supplies 
ia just as impracticable today. The 
General Staff has proposed an 
eventual army of 4,000,000 trained 
and equipped men; but if 


department’s Office of the Quarter- 
master-General was unable to pro- 
vide shoes for soldiers. Loaded 
freight cars, nearly all marked with 
“priority” tags, congested traffic in 
a 30-mile radius of New York Har- 
bor. Not until the War Resources 
Board was reorganized in March, 
1918, was any success attained in 
controlling prices and __ restricting 
competitive bidding among Govern- 
ment agencies. Congress cut the 
traffic snarl at last by nationaliz- 
ing the country’s railway system. 
Heroic Measures Taken. 

Heroi¢ measures have since been 
taken to prevent the recurrence of 
such blunders. A civilian head o’ 
the War Department, with the title 
of Assistant Secretary, was created 
in 1920, to organize procurement 
and co-ordinate all purchasing 
services. Two years later there 
was set up an Army and Navy 
Munitions Board, to correlate pur- 
chases and prices in both arms. 
In 1924 came the Army Industrial 
College, providing a course of 10 
months in which officers of army, 
navy and Marine Corps are trained 
for liaison work with business. To 
date it has 804 graduates, who have 
been used mostly to staff the plan- 
ning and procurement divisions of 
the Assistant Secretary’s office. 

A series of M-day schedules for 
industrial mobilization has been 
worked out in detail, so that the 
War Department today knows it 
will require, in case of hostilities, 
some 70,000 specific and separate 
items, of which about 1200 would 
give trouble. It has surveyed 20,- 
000 industrial plants, and choserp 
9900 for possible allocations. A 
scheme of “educational orders” 
has been worked out by which 
firms are financed for the installa- 
tion of “sample” machine tools and 
crews, with the purpose of im- 
plementing short cuts to mass pro- 
duction. 


Defense Advisory Commission. 


Finally, there is the new National 
Defense Advisory Commission, 
which in two months has cleared 
$1,728,195,829 of army and navy 
contracts, which could be convert- 
ed overnight into a War Resources 
Board, and which contains in em- 
bryo all necessary war establish- 


ments. The Reconstruction Finance 


Corporation, the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission, the Maritime 
Commission and the Federal Power 
Commission are permanent Federal 
bodies ready to assume most of 
the respective functions of the War 
Finance Corporation, the Capital 
Issues Committee, the Shipping 
Board and the Fuel Administra- 
tion, all of which were improvized 
during the heat of the World War 

To sum up, the crucial problem 
of 1940, as it was in 1917, will not 
be man-power but materiel. One 
advantage of today is that the 
United States has a reserve of near- 
ly 4,000,000 World War veterans, 
with an average age of 47 years. 
Profit has been gained in many re- 
spects from the lessons of 23 years

| Construction has been started of 
a three-story, fireproof building at 


the northeast corner of Cherokee 
street and Iowa avenue to replace 
the two and a half-story brick and 
terra cotta building, housing the 
Casa Loma ballroom, which was 
destroyed last January in a $250,- 
000 fire.

formed in 1937. Luck at first was 
pretty poor, and there was one 
night during his first year when 
the band was snowbound during a 
succession of one night stands, and 
he thought of calling the whole 
thing off.

T was late in 1938 when Glenn 

Miller began to be spoken of as 

one of the pretenders to the 
throne of King Benny. The band 
had been a surprising sensation at 
Frank Daily’s Meadowbrook in 
New Jersey, and although the man- 
agers of the Glen Island Casino, 
where they’d been booked next, had 
asked in some disgust, “What dya 
wanna do—bankrupt the place?” 
they’d broken all records there. In 
1939 they zoomed rather than 
climbed, their theme “Moonlight 
Serenade” which Miller had writ- 
ten, became a hit, and the rest is 
hep cat history. 

By June of this year, Miller was 
not only at the top of the music 
magazine polls, but his vocalists, 
Marian Hutton, sister of jitterbug 
Betty, and Ray Eberle, a hand- 
some lad who had to sing one num- 
ber five times at the auditorium 
session, were topping theirs. Dur- 
ing one week recently the entire 
band set a new high for activity, 
when they played 36 shows at the 
Paramount Theater in New York, 


six nights of two sessions each aft 
the Hotel Pennsylvania, three radio 
programs, and held three rehears- 
als, a total of 54 band sessions in 
a week. In between times, just so 
they wouldn’t get rusty, they made 
a few phonograph records. 


“I’m not satisfied with the band 
as it is right now,” Miller, who is 
evidently a perfectionist, reflected. 
“I’m very well satisfied with the 
success we've had, but I think we 
could be better.

Poor dear, he was surrounded 
by antique hounds, so he knew 
whereof he spoke. Well, the lure 
of collecting antiques has grown 
apace since his day and the high- 
Ways and byways of our country 
today are filled with questers with 
that fanatical gleam in their eyes, 
fin search of one piece that will 
complete their collection. And there 
is no doubt that there is no more 
fascinating hobby in the world. To 
the outsider, these collections may 
look like a bunch of useless pieces 
of glass or china, but to the owner 
they probably represent many 
hours of absorbing study and 
search. 

As this is the open season for 
antique collectors, it seems only 
fair to devote a few remarks to 
their avocation. And for the rank 
amateurs just starting out into the 
collecting field a few helpful hints 
might not be amiss. In addition, 
the origin of certain terms as ap- 
plied to various types of antiques 
are interesting and often amusing, 
even to those who have no inter- 
est in the collecting of these items 
themselves.

I HAVE found that even among 
those who do some collecting there 
is confusion as to the difference 
between pottery and porcelain. 
This confusion is natural as they 
are both made of clay, baked or 
fired in a kiln. The easiest dis- 
tinction is that pottery is opaque 
while porcelain is translucent, 
mainly due to the fact that the 
latter is made of clay containing 
Kaolin. Objects made from either 
of these materials are shaped by 
being “thrown” on the potter's 
wheel or pressed into a mold and 
then baked. The baked but un- 
decorated product is termed the 
biscuit” and is ready for glazing 
or enameling and further decora- 
tion.

For other small serv- 
ices which he may perform, @ 
dime is usually sufficient. 

Since you will eat at the same 
table and have the same waiter 
or waitress at each meal during 
your stay in an American plan 
hotel, it is most convenient to 
tip at the close of your visit. 
About 5 per cent of your board 
bill is right. Thus if you stayed 
a week, at $40, you would give 
the waiter $2. You might also 
give the head waiter a dollar 
if he has been of any service 
‘to you.

DON’T FORGET the cham- 
bermaid.

THE CUSTOMARY tip for a 
waiter is 10 per cent of the 
check, slightly more when the 
check is .small. The 25-cent 
minimum mentioned above ap- 
plies only to first-class restau- 
rants. If you are eating in a 
tearoom, or a restaurant with 
bare tables or paper napkins, a 
10-cent tip is quite all right for 
a check of less than a dollar. 
And if you are grabbing crull- 
ers and coffee at the counter in 
Ptomaine Tommy’s, you'll prob- 
ably cause a mild sensation if 
you leave a nickel. 

Which is just another way of 
saying that no tipping rule can 
be absolute. Consider the kind 
of place you’re eating in, the 
kind of service you get, and the 
state of your finances.

I think a little 
sugar added to the water in which 
these vegetables are cooking im- 
proves the flavor. Of course, it is, 
after all, only a matter of taste. 


The late Charles Frohman, one 
of America’s greatest theatrical pro- 
ducers, always requested a spoon- 
ful of powdered sugar dropped in 
his dish of corn (off the cob) and 
the same amount of sugar in his 
Mr. Frohman 
did, however, confide in me one 
evening that sugar was taboo in 
his diet by order of his doctor. So 
in order to please this gentleman, 
he would request that I, not he, 
put the sugar in his vegetables 
with final instructions that he must 
not see it done, 


I know a lot of people who stir 
a little sugar into their French 
dressing, and I do know that there 
are salad dressings, much on the 
order of mayonnaise, that do con- 
tain sugar. Sugar sprinkled over 
grapefruit seems to be a natural, 
but only recently did I discover 
that a little salt on grapefruit tastes 
a whole lot better. 


But the most unusual flavoring 
to go into a beverage happened in 
Rector’s many years ago. A party 
of four came in one evening and 
before they ordered supper they 
told the waiter to bring a carafe 
of imported beer and four glasses 
with a ball of vanilla ice cream 
dropped into each glass. When I 


saw this concoction I could hardly 
believe my eyes, and wondered 
whether I should call for a doctor 
or a coroner. 


A meat pie is one of the bright 
spots of American cookery and 
there are numerous combinations 
that can be worked out to add 
variety and interest. Here is a 
recipe adapted from the English 
which I am sure you'll find savory 
and appetizing. 


STEAK AND KIDNEY PIE. 

Have butcher cut one and one- 
half pounds of chuck or round of 
beef in cubes of about one and 
one-half inches, Also have him slice 
one-half pound of veal or lamb kid- 
neys in edible sized pieces. Fry out 


a little beef fat in a saucepan and 
lightly brown one finely chopped 
onion in it. Then add the meat 
and kidneys and brown thoroughly. 
If you have a cup of good stock, 
add that; if no stock, use water. 
Season with a teaspoon of Worces- 
tershire sauce, one teaspoon of salt, 
one-fourth teaspoon of pepper and 
a light pinch of cayenne pepper. 


Stir the whole mixture well, cover 
the saucepan, and simmer over 
very low heat for about two hours, 
or until the meat is tender. 


If the sauce is too thin, thicken 
it with a little flour mixed to a 
smooth paste with a little water. 
Steak and kidney pie should have 
a fairly good quantity of sauce. 
That’s easy, add more stock or wa- 
ter when the meat is tender. Trans- 
fer it to an earthen or glass oven- 
proof casserole, Let it cool, then 
cover with pastry top. 


Now for the pastry covering: 
Chop three-quarters cup of short- 
ering coarsely into two cups of 
flour, one teaspoon of salt and one- 
half teaspoon of baking powder 


which have been sifted 
Separate one egg and mix the 
yolk with one-quarter cup of water. 
Cut this into flour mixture. 
the pastry «on a lightly 
board to about one-third inch thick- 
Cover casserole with pastry, 
make a few incisions with prongs 
of fork, and brush over with egg 
Bake in hot oven (425 de-

A roast saddle of lamb is a de- 
lightful cut to serve at this time of 
year. While leg of lamb is the 
good old family standby, there isn’t 
any reason why a saddle shouldn't 
be served occasionally. 

ROAST SADDLE OF LAMB. 

Have the butcher prepare the 
aaddie for roasting. Sprinkle with 
salt and pepper and dredge lightly 
with flour. Place on rack in roast- 
ing pan and start to cook in hot 
oven (450 degrees) for first 15 min- 
utes. Reduce heat to moderate 
(350 degrees), allowing 20 to 25 
minutes to the pound, basting at 
15-minute intervals. This particu- 
lar cut of lamb should never be 
overcooked, but rather a little on 
the pink side. When saddle is 
cooked, remove to hot platter. Pour 
all but one tablespoon of fat re- 
maining in roasting pan; add one- 
half cup of hot water, or stock if 
you have it and stir until all meat 
essence is dissolved. Pour this 
small quantity of juice over the 


lamb and as lamb is carved a ta- 
blespoon of juice is served with 
each portion. Serve with mint 
sauce Or currant jelly. 

MINT SAUCE. 

One-half cup mild vinegar, one 
tablespoon powdered sugar and two 
tablespoons finely chopped mint. 

Dissolve powdered sugar in vine- 
gar. When dissolved pour it over 
finely chopped mint leaves. Let 
stand 30 minutes near heat of 
range before using. 


GLAZED CARROTS. 

Wash, scrape and cut the carrots 
ball shape, using a French vegeta- 
ble cutter. Cook them in boiling 
salted water until soft, or about 
20 minutes. Drain, melt four table- 
spoons of butter in frying pan and 
add four tablespoons of granulated 
sugar. When well blended add the 
drained carrots and cook until 
browned and glazed. Carefully turn 
while cooking to obtain an even 
glaze. Small or tiny carrots may 
be left whole. 

FRENCH FRIED RICE CAKES. 

Two cups cooked rice, one egg, 
well beaten; one tablespoon sugar, 
two tablespoons flour, one teaspoon 
baking powder, one-half teaspoon 
salt, few grains nutmeg, one cup 
fine dry bread crumbs, one egg 
yolk, beaten with two tablespoons 
water. 

Add well beaten egg to boiled 
rice. Mix and sift together sugar, 
flour, baking powder, salt and nut- 
meg. Add sifted dry ingredients 
to first mixture and stir thorough- 
ly. Form into small round cakes. 
Roll in fine bread crumbs, then in 
egg yolk and water mixture, and 
again in crumbs. Fry in deep hot 
fat until lightly browned. Drain 
on unglazed paper and serve with 
maple syrup or jelly.

T IS entirely a matter of luck 
| one is fortunate enough to 

have a dog which does not bark 
when alone. Barking comes s0 
naturally to dogs and is so much 
their way of expressing themselves 
that most dogs are barkers by na- 
ture. Some bark less than others 
but all are likely to need some 
teaching if they are not to be 4& 
nuisance at times. Without train- 
ing you can count on it that a dog 
will bark. Sometimes he should but 
there are plenty of other times 
when he should be silent. 
In regulating a dog’s barking you 
have to get close to him just the 
way I advocate doing in all dog 
training whether it be teaching 
tricks or instilling discipline. The 
dog must be understood and he in 
turn must understand his master. 
With understanding the response is 
certain to be good in any teaching 
work. Each dog is an individual 
and must be considered and treated 
as such to get the best results. No 
two dogs react in the same way to 
instruction. Each case must be 
studied. 
If I tell of how I go about curing 
a “barker” it may be clearer what 
course I recommend. Let’s think 
out loud or on paper. And let me 
say that it doesn’t all work out in 
a jiffy when you are attempting 
to break a dog of unnecessary bark- 
ing. Things don’t just happen like 
the whisking of a magic wand.

Aviation in St. Louis

ATIENCE and hard work 
Preainea its reward several days 
ago when John D. Reed, fly, 

ing enthusiast, became the first li- 
censed Negro pilot in this district. 

It was an uphill fight, but Reed 
plugged along, undismayed by the 
fact that he had flunked two 
previous tests for a private license. 
Following his second failure to 
qualify Reed entertained a perse- 
cution complex for a time, he ad- 
mits. Then he had a_  heart-to- 
heart talk with A. C. Burns, Civil 
Aeronautics flight inspector here. 

“I told Mr. Burns I thought I 
could fly better than some of the 
private pilots I had seen hereabout,” 
Reed related. “Mr. Burns said, 
‘John, it is a mystery to me that 
you haven't killed yourself the way 
you handle an airplane! Then he 
told me some of the faults he had 
seen in my air work. I went up and 
took a look for myself, and Mr. 
Burns sure was right. I took ac- 
tion to get on the right track quick 
and three hours with a good in- 
structor straightened things out.” 

Reed explained that he was 
seized with the ambition to become 
a pilot when he saw his first air- 
plane, back in 1919. No opportunity 
offered, however, so be became an 
expert automobile mechanic and an 
Owner of snappy cars. When he 
changed jobs from auto mechanic 
to movie operator the money and 
time for flying became available 
and in 1937 he took his first les- 
son. 

ee 

After Reed learned to get a plane 
off the ground and down again 
withdut mishap he transferred his 
field of operations to Curtiss Air- 
port, south of East St. Louis, and 
organizedo Reed’s Flying Club. The 
club, which now has 18 members, 
including -three women, bought a 
99-year-old two-place airplane last 
October for $685. Members assem- 
ble on Sunday mornings and pay 
for the gasoline they use. 
One of Reed’s ambitions is to 
interest more members of his race 
in aviation. He fully appreciates 
the handicap of lack of surplus 
funds as the lot of most Negroes 
and hopes to appeal to well-to-do 
members of his race to finance 
eligible youngsters. A more per- 
sonal ambition is that he may soon 
pass the Government tests for a 
commercial pilot’s license and an 
instructor’s rating, Just recently 
he had to turn down an offer to 
become a flight instructor in the 
civil aeronautics program at Lin- 
coln University, Negro school at 
Jefferson City, because he was not 
a licensed instructor.

Next to actual flying, Reed likes 
to tinker with the engine of an air- 
plane. His experience as an auto- 
mobile mechanic comes in handy 
when there is work to be done on 
an engine, and he carries a box of 
spare parts in the trunk of his 
automobile. His helper on the re- 
pair jobs usually is James Arthur, 
a college graduate and solo pilot. 
Arthur is taking lessons from a 
white instructor and, Reed says,

has no trouble as long as he can 
keep one eye on the airport. 
‘When he can’t see a hangar any- 
where he gets lost,” Reed related 
as both men laughed at a recent 
experience when Arthur headed 
for Alton when he should have 
gone in the opposite direction. 
Flying has not been all work 
and no play with Reed. He has 
had several thrills, including three 
forced landings, and some fun, too. 
Like most members of his race, he 
likes @ bit of display. So being the 
leading exponent of aviation in this 
territory, he wears a uniform on 
state occasions. One of the occa- 
sions was the convention last au- 
tumn of the National Airmen’'s As- 
sociation, an organization of Negro 
flyers. As vice-president of the 
association’s St. Louis. district, 
Reed attended the convention, at 
Chicago. What he saw opened 
his eyes to flying possibilities for 


Negroes, when funds are ample. 


In his own words, Reed thought 
he was pretty good then, even 
though he held only a solo certifi- 
cate. At Chicago he found Harlem 
Field, an all-Negro airport, where 
“almost everyone had at least a 
private pilot’s license.” There were 
women flyers with commercial pi- 
lot’s certificates and one woman, 
who held an instrument rating, 
owned a “Hell Diver,” an obsolete 
military plane, Reed said.

Now It's Nonsense 


‘Boys From Syracuse’ Made 
Up of Old Tricks, New Songs

FINE lot of tomfoolery, this “Boys From Syracuse,” which the i 
Ar Theater has for its main feature. Its plot is as thin as i 
a politician’s excuse, its gags as old as the writing on King i 
Tut's coffin, yet simply because the boys—Allan Jones and Joe Pen- > 
ner—always keep going “The Boys From Syracuse” is ample fun for é 
@ summer’s afternoon or evening. 


The screen play is after Shakespeare's “Comedy of Errors” (“long, 
long after,” a post script explains) but George Abbott, who staged 
the show on Broadway, gets the credit. Besides, the picture would 
run too long if it gave credit to everybody who had supplied one of 
the laughs originally. For example, when Charles Butterworth, Duke 
of Ephesus, gets in his chariot to ride across the Street, there is a 
guffaw that would have to be credited to Buster Keaton’s hilarious 
adventure, “The Navigator,” back in 1924. Perhaps the reason for 
setting the picture in ancient Greece is to square accounts with every- 
body. The Greeks said it first, maybe. 

The screen production plays havoc with the classical setting. 
The city of Ephesus has such modern improvements as cigars, checker 
chariots with taxi meters, page boys on roller skates, revolving 
doors, income taxes, fire sirens and radio broadcasters. These put 
the picture house audience at its ease, when the sight of Jones, 
Penner and Martha Raye in flowing garments and sandals might 
be just a little too much to take.

HE whole sorry mess of nationa] prohibition seems to be gone 
T forever and the organized crime which was characteristic of an 

era seems to be so far behind that it has only historical interest. 
That is the conviction borne out by the revival of “Scarface,” the 
1932 gang thriller, at the St. Louis. The Paul Muni picture, which 
saw one of his greatest performances, was the swan song for booze 
warfare, both on the screen and in reality. 

Soon afterward the G-man cycle hit the screen and prohibition 
repeal made booze a dead issue. When, among Muni’s crimes, vio- 
lation of the Volstead Act is listed, some of the young members of 
the audience may wonder what the infraction of the law really was. 

“Scarface” was a great picture in its day because it did not 
heroize the gang leader, because it showed him to be, deprived of | 
his machine gun, steel shutters and bulletproof limousine, the worst 
sort of coward. It was also great because it brought together many 
of the famous gang killings as story material, such as the St. Valen- 
tine’s day massacre and others, and told a good reportorial story 
of a gangster’s career. 

“Sky Devils,” the other 1932 revival at the St. Louis, brings back 
an American sense of humor which somehow has been lost re- 
cently. This film also came out in one of the last stages of its 
ecycle—the going-to-seed of the “What Price Glory?” crop of films. 
Spencer Tracy, William Boyd (the other William Boyd, that is, not 
Hopalong Cassidy) and George Cooper are a trio of comic American 
aviators in France in 1918. The warfare they wageiis hilarious.

The Federal 
Commission, some of whose mem-| 
bers once sought to get the Gov- 
ernment to operate its own short- 
wave system, is now encouraging 
private operation in every way, and | 
this seems to be, for the present at) 
least, definitely established policy. 
In fact, the FCC last winter or- 
dered all short-wave broadcasters 
to push their power up to a mini- 
mum of 50,000 watts in order to 
give better and wider service, Then, 
when it was found that this could 
not be done so soon, the FCC 
moved the July deadline to next 
Jan. 1 for the power increases. 
There are only two United States 
50,000-watt short-wave stations in| 
operation—WLWO, Cincinnati, an| 
adjunct of WLW, .and WGEO,) 
Schenectady, an adjunct of General 
Electric’ss WGY. The others, now! 
operating with. lesser power, but 
soon to go to 50,000 watts at an esti- 
mated cost of $2,000,000, are WPIT, 
adjunct of Westinghouse’s WBZ, 
Boston; WCBX, adjunct of Colum- 
bia Broadcasting System in New 
York; KGEI, adjunct of General 
Electric's KGO in San Francisco; 
WNBI and WRCA, adjuncts of Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co. in New) 
York; WRUL and WRUW, ad-' 
juncts of the non-commercial World 
Wide Broadcasting Co. in Boston. 
In addition, General Electric plans 
a short-wave transmitter of 50,000 
watts power for its WGEA, 
Schenectady. 

Special beam aerial systems will 
be used with all ghese ten 50,000- 
watt transmitters to give them an 
effective radiation power of around 
600,000 watts each when aimed at 
any particular country. 


Thus far WCAB, operated by 
WCAU, Philadelphia, and WDJM, 
operated by WIOD, Miami, have 
not indicated intention to go to 
50,000 watts, which may mean that 
they intend to allow their licenses 
to lapse. The latter station, in fact, 
has indicated its intention of so do- 
ing. 

The burden of short-wave broad- 
casting is falling on the larger com- 
panies which own broadcast band 
stations, particularly the networks. 
They have established for the pur- 
pose large staffs of language and 
program specialists. Their  pur- 
pose is not only patriotic, but also

Such sponsorship is permitted un- 
der FCC rules, and already a few 
companies doing business abroad, 
notably in South America, have un- 
dertaken to stage and pay for com- 
mercial programs aimed at partic- 
ular countries or groups of coun- 
tries. 

For the most part, foreign listen- 
ers to United States short-wave sta- 
tfons hear about the same programs 
as do Americans, except that an- 
nouncements and newscasts are in 
foreign languages. When President 
Roosevelt or Secretary Hull makes 
an important speech, for example, 
linguists immediately translate and 
rebroadcast it on the short waves. 
Special events such as political con- 
ventions and prizefights are also 
handled by foreign language an- 
nouncers. The English broadcasts

T. LOUISANS, sweltering in the worst spell of ho 

weather since the summer of 1936, resorted last week, 

the second week of the heat wave, to a variety of 
expedients for obtaining relief, Swimming pools were 
crowded. Showers were improvised in the streets for the 
children. Families sat on doorsteps until late hours to avail 
themselves of night breezes and many slept in back yards 
and in the parks. Automobiles ranged the county highways 
and many were parked in low areas where the breezes 
were best, with occupants relaxing or sleeping.
